The  Harbour  Committee  report : 

Your  Committee  have  received  from  IIk;  sub-Committee,  up^ 
])ointed  in  Common  Council  on  the  third  day  of  June  last  to 
consider  the  subject  of  a  Harbour  Commission,  a  Report,  setting 
forth  their  agreement  with  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on 


the  matter  refeti'ed  to  tbeui,  which  i^jjort  your  Coinmittw^  stihiiiit 
herewith  for  the  consideration  of  the  Common  Council. 

Your  Committee  ap})rove  the  terms  and  an-imgements  j)roi)osed, 
on  the  basis  of  wliicli  it  is  suggested,  that  ui>on  a  Harbour  Com 
mission  being  organized,  tlie  City  riglits  in   tlie  harlK)ur  propei-ties 
.should  be  transfened  to  the  Commission. 

Your  Committee  reconnnend  that  the  Board  ado]>t  th«'  if^jx^i-t, 
and  tlie  recommendations  of  tlie  sub-Committee.

The  Sub-Committee  a])})ointed  under  resolution  adopted  in 
Common  Council  on  the  third  day  of  June  last,  to  confer  with  a 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  subject  of  organizing  a 
Harbour  Commission,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Harbour  Com- 
mittee, submit  the  following  report  : 

Your  Committee  liave  had  several  meetinfjs  with  the  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  after  careful  consideration  of  the  wliole 
subject  are  of  opinion,  that  it  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
City  of  Saint  John,  that  the  wdiole  management  of  the  port  and 
har1)0ur  of  Saint  John,  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners. 

The  [irincipal  reasons  that  have  influenced  your  Committee 
ill  arriving  at  the  opinion  that  a  harbour  comn\ission  is  desi- 
rable are  : 

1.  That  extensive  and  costly  improvements  are  absolutely 
required  in  the  harbour  to  provide  for  the  due  accommoda- 
tion of  the  shipping  at  the  port  of  Saint  John — imj^rovements 
that  will  involve  an  expenditure  far  beyond  the  means  of  this 
City  Corporation. 

2.  That  under  a  Commission  organized  as  is  proposed,  and  con- 
sisting of  a  Board  appointed  by  the   Dominion  Cot.'ernment,  the

Ooniiuoii  Couiuil  and  thci  Jioard  of  Tnuh',  a  syst<nu  of  harl>om 
improvenicut  can  be  a(h)i)ted,  and  afterwards  carried  on  from  year 
to  year  witliout  Ijcing  subject  to  the  changes  wliich  wotihl 
jiractically  be  found  to  impede  tlie  prosecution  of  such  public 
works,  if  under  the  management  of  a  committee  changing  fi-om 
year  to  year. 

3.  That  if  the  harbour  is  placed  under  commission,  facilities  will 
be  afforded  by  Parliament  and  the  Dominion  Government  to  the 
Oommissionei's,  in  realizing  the  money  for  the  needed  improve- 
ments, that  w(juld  not  be  extended  to  the  Common  Council  while 
the  harbour  of  Saint  John  remains  as  it  is  at  present  under  the: 
Charter  the  absolute  property  of  the  City  Corporation,  subject  only 
to  the  public  right  of  navigation. 

4.  That  in  transferring  to  a  commission  all  powers  and  authori- 
ties now  vested  in  the  Common  Council  as  conservators  of  the 
harbour,  the  City  Corporation  are  not  in  any  manner  limiting  or 
al)ridging  any  public  right  heretofore  enjoyed  by  the  inhabitants 
of  the  City,  but  in  making  the  harbour  one  of  the  public  harbours 
of  the  Dominion  they  are  o})ening  greater  facilities  for  the  com- 
mercial advantage  of  the  port  than  have  been  hitherto  enjoyed. 

5.  That  the  practical  working  ^f  harbour  commissions  in  other 
cities  of  the  Dominion,  and  generally  in  large  maritime  towns,  as 
well  in  Great  Britain  as  in  America,  has  been  found  to  be  bene- 
ficial to  the  material  prosperity  of  tlie  localities  where  such  com- 
missions are  in  operation. 

Your  Committee  being  therefore  of  opinion  that  a  harbour 
commission  is  desirable,  have  conferred  with  the  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Ti'ade  as  to  the  terihs  upon  which  the  City  Corporation 
should  agree,  that  the  necessary  legislation  may  be  had  to  vest  all 
luirbour  I'ights  in  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Dominion  Government,  the  Common  Council,  and  the  Board 
of  Ti*ade. 

Your  Committee  have  agreed  with  the  C'ommittee  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  to  recommend  to  the  Harbour  Committee  of  tlie  Common 
Council,  that  the  income  nov/  derived  by  the  City  from  the  various 
sources  of  revenue  connected  with  the  harbour  and  harbour  pro- 
perties should  be  the  basis  upon  whicli  valuation  is  to  be  made  and 
accepted    for  the  transfer  of  the  property  and  privileges   to  the

The  proi)erty  and  privileges  to  be  transferred  ar«;  as  follows  : 

All  powers  and  authorities  relating  to  the  harbour  granted  to  the 
^'ity  Corporation  under  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  or 
;  cherwise,  liowsoever,  reserving  lights  of  ferry. 

All  Wharves  and  Slips  now  owned  by  the  City,  N\ith  the  use  of 
Charlotte  Street  Extension  Wharf,  to  the  same  extent  as  it  is  now- 
used  for  wharf  purposes,  reserving  F^rry  landings,  as  now  used. 

All  land  owned  by  the  City,  covered  with  water  and  over  which 
the  tide  flows,  not  being  laid  out  as  City  lots,  reserving  the  right 
at  southern  part  of  the  City,  on  the  east  side  of  tlie  harbour,  and 
on  Courtenay  Bay,  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Tlie  Fisheries  heretofore  enjoyed  itnder  the  ('barter  and  Acts  of 
Assembly  relating  thereto. 

All  that  land  known  as  the  "  Ballast  Grounds,"  and  lying  south 
of  the  Breakwater  Wharf,  and  west  of  the  extension  of  the  west 
side  line  of  Charlotte  Street — such  land  to  l)e  used  as  ballast 
fjrounds,  and  to  be  kejkt  open  and  unincumbered,  except  as  may  be 
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•jiocj'ss.iN   fur   the  conv  t'lru'iiri-  of  t»'iid«'  in  loiuliuii  n'.xA  disr]iari£i»M» 
vfjssels. 

Ikfsfiviii^'  tli<'  sliiut*,  tints  M\d  land,  covered  and  unco\ered  with 
water,  within  the  hounds  hereafter  described,  namtdy — "the  w€'st 
^ide  line  of  ( 'liarlotte  Street,  jirolonged  to  a  point  twelve  hundred 
fet^t  southerly  from  the  south  side  line  of  ShelUeld  Street,  thence  at 
ri;4ht  nu^'les  «>aste)-ly  aloni^  a  line  parallel  to  Slietlield  Street,  and 
at  twchc  huiidied  fcrt  distiu."*  therefn)ni,  until  it  strikes  a  point 
on  th<^  lim^  of  the  extension  souti  ')rly  of  the  east  side  line  of  Crown 
Street  ;  thence  northesisterly  at  an  angle  until  it  strikes  a  point  on 
the  flats  in  C'ourtenav  Jlay,  distant  eleven  hundred  feet,  at  rijjrlit 
angles  from  the  east  side  line  of  Crown  Street,  and  its  intei'section 
'.vith  SheJlJeld  Street  ;  thence  northerly  ahmg  the  flats  on  Courte- 
iiay  Bay,  ou  a  lin(!  parallel  to  the  east  side  line  of  Crown  Stre«;t. 
and  eleven  hundred  feet  distant  therefrom,  until  it  strikes  the  line 
of  the  extension  easterly  of  the  north  side  line  of  Union  Street,  as 
shown  ]»y  red  line  on  the  phm  .submitted  herewith." 

Your  Committee  recomnuMjd,  that  in  case  of  this  agre«nnent 
being  carried  out,  the  moneys  realized  l)y  this  transfer  of  property 
and  privileges  to  the  Harbour  Commission  be  appropriated  as  fol- 
lows :  -1st,  in  securing  the  moneys  borrowed  under  Acts  of 
Assembly,  and  liai'ged  on  issue  of  debentures  ui)on  the  revenues 
of  the  properties  respecti^•ely  ;  and  any  l)alanceof  moneys  remain, 
ing,  in  reduction  of  the  old  public  funded  debt  as  settled  by  Act 
of  Assembly. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  Harbour  Com- 
mittee adopt  the  action  and  agreement  of  this  sub-committee,  and 
approve  the  transfer  to  a  Harbour  Commission  on  the  above  terms, 
and  recommend  the  same  to  the  Common  Council.

Vity,  on  the  «>ast  side  of  tlie  harltoui'.  and 
on  (V)urtenay  I>ay,  and  upon  tlie  flats  to  tlie  sout}i\\nr<l  of  Siiml 
Point  at  Carleton,  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  Commission  to  hold  the  wharves  and  roadways  su1)ieet  ti> 
obligations  to  keep  the  same  in  i-epair,  and  also  sul)jeet  to  existing 
covenants  that  bind  the  City  relating  to  any  such  wharves. 

The  Fisheries  heretofore  enjoyed  nnder  th(!  Chai'ter  and  ^Vets  of 
Assembly  relating  thereto. 

All  that  land  known  as  the  ''  Tndlast  Grounds,"  and  lying  soutJi  of 
the  Breakwater  Wharf,  and  west  of  the  extension  of  tlie  west  side 
line  of  Charlotte  Street— such  land  to  be  used  as  liallast  ''rounds, 
and  to  be  kept  open  and  unincunibcred,  except  as  may  be  necessai-y 
for  the  convenience  of  tiude  in  loading  and  discharging  vessels. 

Reserving  the  shore,  flats  and  land,  covchmI  and  uncovered  with 
water,  within  the  l)Ounds  hereafter  descvibeil,  namely — "  the  west 
side  line  of  Charlotte  Street,  prolonged  to  a  point  twelve  hvnidred 
feet  southerly  from  the  south  side  line  of  Sheffield  Str(>et,  thence  at 
right  angles  easterly  along  a  line  parallel  to  Shetlield  Street,  and 
at  twelve  hundred  feet  distance  therefrom,  until  it  strikes  a  point 
on  the  line  of  the  extension  soutlierly  of  the  east  sideliiieof  Crown 
Street ;  thence  northeasterly  at  an  angle  until  it  strikes  a  point  on 
the  flats  in  Courtenay  Bay,  distant  eleven  hundred  feet,  at  right 
a.ngl(>,j  from  the  east  side  line  of  Crown  Street,  at  its  intersection 
with  Shelileld  Street  ;  thence  northerlv  along  the  flats  on  Courte- 
nay  Bay,  on  a  line  parallel  to  the  east  side  line  of  Crown  Street, 
ami  eleven  Irandred  feet  distant  therefrom,  until  it  strikes  the  line 
of  the  extension  easterly  of  the  north  side  line  of  Union  Street,  as 
shown  by  red  line  on  the  plan  submitted  hei-ewith,  marked  A.," 
— on  the  Eastern  side  of  the  harbour. 

Also  reserving  the  shore,  flats  and  land,  covei'ed  and  uncovered 
with  water  at  Carleton  on  the  western  side  of  the  harbour,  being 
part  of  the  common  lands  of  said  West  Side,  not  laid  out  in  City 
lots  within  and  to  the  northward  of  tlu^  bounds  hereinafter  do- 
scribed,  that  is  to  say  :  —  "  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  (\isterly 
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••side  <»t  the  jirolungaliou  southerly  of  Lancaster  Street  live  liuu- 
"  dred  and  t  wi'iity  feet  to  tlu;  soutliwai'd  of  the  south  side  line  of 
••  l)ond  Street,  thence  at  right  angles  parallel  to  IJond  Street, 
•'eleven  hundred  and  twenty  leet  easterly  or  until  it  strikes  the 
"extension  southerlv  of  tiie  east  side  line  of  Ludlow  Street,  thence 
"  alons;  said  extensiv)nof  the  east  side  lino  of  Ludlow  Street  north- 
"  erly  until  it  strikes  a  prolongation  easterly  of  the  south  side  line 
"of  Jiond  Streftt,  thence  on  said  prolongat  a  of  Bond  Street  east- 
"erly  until  it  strikes  an  extension  southerly  of  the  east  side  line 
•'  of  Union  Street,  thence  on  said  extension  of  the  cast  side  li)ie  of 
'•  Union  Street  northerly  to  Suffolk  Street,  as  shewn  within  the 
"  red  line  hereto  annexed,  marked  i>." 

Your  Committee  reconimentl,  that  in  case  of  this  agreement  being 
carried  out,  that  the  moneys  realized  by  this  transfer  of  property  and 
|»rivileges  to  the  Harbour  Commission  be  appropriated  as  follows  : 
1st,  in  securing  the  moneys  borrowtid  under  Acts  of  Assembly, 
and  charged  on  issue  of  debentures  upon  the  revenues  of  the  pro- 
jierties  I'esjx'ctively  ;  and  any  balance  of  riioneys  remaining,  in  re- 
duction of  the  old  public  funded  debt  as  settled  by  Act  of  Assembly. 

Your  Comudtte*^  therefore  recommend  that  the  Common  Coun- 
cil approve  the  transfer  to  a  Harbour  Commission  on  the  above 
terms,  and  take  such  action  as  may  be  required  to  carry  these 
reconimendati(Mis  into  elfect.

W/ierenx,  The  Common  Council  of  Saint  Jolui  did,  by  a  resolu- 
tion passed  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundriKl  and  seventy-five,  adopt  and 
approve  of  tlie  Report  of  the  General  Committee  of  the  Board 
submitted  on  tliat  day  for  their  consideration,  which  re})ort  is  as

1.  That  Intensive  and  costly  improvements  aiv  absolutely 
re(|uired  in  the  harboui-  to  provide  for  the  due  accommoda- 
tion of  the  shippiui,'  at  the  [»ort  of  Saint  John^improsements 
thiit  will  iii\()lve  an  expenditure  far  beyiMid  the  means  of  this 
( 'ity  ( 'orpoi-ation. 

-.  That  under  a  Commission  organized  as  is  propose«l,  and  con- 
sisting of  a  I)oard  appointe<l  by  the  Dominion  (tovei-nment,  the 
Couimon  ('ouncii  and  the  Hoard  of  Trade,  a  system  of  harbour 
impro^<'ment  can  be  adopted,  and  afterwards  carried  on  from  yeai' 
to  year  without  being  sui>ject  to  the  changes  which  would  j»racti-^ 
cally  be  foiuid  to  imju'de  the  prosecution  of  such  public  works, 
if  under  the  management  of  a  committee  changing  from  year  to 
yeai-. 

.'>.  TJiat  if  the  harbour  is  plac<!d  under  commission,  facilities  will 
l>c  afllbrded  liy  Parlianu^nt  and  the  Dominion  CJovernnu'nt  to  the 
( 'onmiissiouers,  in  realizing  the  numeys  for  the  needed  improve- 
ments, that  would  not  be  extended  to  the  Common  Council  wliile 
the  harl)our  of  Saint  John  reiuains  as  it  is  at  present  under  the 
charter,  the  absolute  [aopei-ty  of  the  ( 'ity  Corporation,  subject  only 
to  the  public  right  of  na\igation. 

1.  That  in  transferring  to  a  commission  all  powers  and  authori- 
ties now  vested  in  the  (.*onnnon  Coiuicil  as  conser\  atoix  of  the 
harbour,  the  City  Cori)oration  are  not  in  any  manner  limiting  or 
al)ridging  any  [addic  right  henstofore  enjoyed  by  the  iidial)itants 
of  the  City,  but  in  making  the  harbour  one  of  the  j)ublic  harljoui's 
of  the  Dominion  tl'.ey  are  o}>ening  greater  facilities  for  the  com- 
mercial advantage  of  the  port  than  have  been  hitherto  enjoyed. 

;).  That  the  practical  working  of  harbour  comnussions  in  other 
cities  of  the  Dominion,  and  generally  in  large  maritinu-  towns,  as 
well  in  Great  Britain  as  in  America,  has  been  fomid  to  be  bene- 
ticial  to  the  material  i)ros|M'rity  of  the  localities  where  such  com- 
missions are  in  operation. 

Your  Committee  being  therefore  of  opinion  that  a  harbour  com- 
uiission  is  de.sirable,  have  considered  the  terms  upon  which  the 
City  Corporation  sliould  agree,  that  the  necessary  legislation  may 
be  had  to  vest  all  ]iarl)our  rights  in  a  IJoard  of  Commissioners,  to  be 
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;il»|)oiii1,('(l  l>y  tlio   lJo)jiiiiion  Govoniinent;  tlic  (..oiiiMinu   ('(Miucil,, 
and  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Vour  Committee  re^coinmeud  to  the  Common  Council  that  thf 
iin'oiiie  now  dci-ived  by  tlic  City  from  the  various  sources  of  re\'e- 
line  c()nnect(!d  with  the  harbour,  and  income  vahiation  jthiced  un 
harbour  i)ro})erties,  shouhl  1x3  the  basis  u})on  which  valuation  is  to 
be  made  and  accepted  for  the  transfer  of  the  ja-operty  and  privi- 
leges to  the  Commission.  The  annual  revenues  to  l>e  taken  intl^

as  follows  :  —  1st,  in  securing  the  moneys  borrowed  under  Acts 
of  Assembly,  and  charged  on  issue  of  debentures  upon  tLo  re- 
venues of  the  }»roperties  respectively;  and  any  balance  of  moneys 
remaining,  in  reduction  of  the  old  public  funded  debt  as  settled 
l)y  Act  of  Assemldy. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  tliat  the  Common  Coun- 
cil approve  the  transfer  to  a  Harbour  Comnn'ssion  on  the  above 
terms,  and  take  such  action  as  may  be  required  to  carry  these  re- 
commendations into  effect.

as  thf^  said  Harbour  Cjoinniissioners  may  be  created,  and  they  shall 
thereui)on  have,  hold,  and  enjoy  the  same,  and  every  ])art  thereof. 
iibsolutiHy  freed  from  any  and  <ivery  charge  relating  to  the  public 
debt  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  and  from  the  provisions  of 
the  sai<l  Trust  Di'ccl  in  the  last  section  mentioni;d,  and  from 
all  existing  charges  on  the  said  property,  })remises  and  privi- 
leges, exce[)t  as  may  be  exjtrc.sscd  and  reserv(Hl  in  the  snid  det^d 
and  de(,'ds. 

3.  All  moneys,  and  securities  for  money,  paid  and  secured  as 
the  consideration  for  the  said  property  and  }»rivileges,  hereinbefore 
mentioned  and  transferred  under  the  authority  of  this  Act,  shall  be 
paid  to  and  received  by  the  Chamberlain  of  the  City  of  Saint  John, 
and  shall  be  by  him  a})[»r,)priate(l  and  applied  and  invested  in  man- 
ner and  for  the  purjioses  following,  that  is  to  say  :  First,  'n  paying 
and  securing  the  interest  ami  princi})al  of  the  debentures  that  have 
been  from  time  to  time  issued  under  authority  of  law,  and  were 
secured  upon  si)ecial  wharves  and  properties  transferred  to  the 
Harbour  Commissioners,  and  each  fund  to  protect  such  debentures 
shall  be  kept  in  separate  fund  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  not  be 
paid  or  applied  to  any  other  purpose  whatsoever,  and  then  all 
moneys  and  securities  remaining,  and  not  so  applicable,  shall  be
